than in many other parts of the Dominion—the one 
big issue in Monday's election is the Dunning budget. 
The extension of the British preference under the terms 
of that budget has accomplished several things of direct 
advantage to the householders of this city and to the 
people of central and northern Alberta, It has:— 

1, Cut the cost of living by reducing the cost of 
imported woollens, cottons, foot wear, table ware, and a 
long list of other stable necessities ; 

2. Transferred $200,000,000 worth of import 
trade from the United States to Great Britain, of goods 
Canada does not manufacture, with all that means in the 
creation of work for British industrial employees; 

3. Stimulated a reciprocal demand for Canadian 
wheat in Britain, the greatest consuming market in the 
world, and the ene in which Canada must sell the bulk 
of the 400,000,000 bushels of wheat it has to sell some- 
where abroad every year; 

4. Translated into public policy the demand that 
has been coming from Canadians of every party and 
section for years, that we ought in fairness and as a mat- 
ter of economy to do more of our buying where we do 
our selling. 

If the Mackenzie King Government is defeated, this 
budget goes into the discard, the British preference will 
be cancelled, the two dozen trading treaties will be torn 
up, the prices of imported and manufactured commodi- 
ties will rise as the tariff is boosted, and other forms of 
taxation will have to be increased as imports are shut 
out and customs revenue falls. 

A vote for Hon, Charles Stewart in West Edmonton, 
or a vote for Mr. K. A. Blatchford in Kast Edmonton, 
will be a vote to sustain the Mackenzie King Government 
and to continue the Dunning budget and the fiscal 
policy which it embodies. A vote for any other candi- 
date in either constituency will be a vote to overthrow 
the Government and to throw away the benefits which 
have already resulted from the budget, which benefit 
will grow in importance as trade develops along the new 
lines. And every unpolled favorable vote will count 
against both the Government and the budget. 

Edmonton cannot afford to take any chances on the 
defeat of a trade policy that so directly affects the living 
conditions and the economic conditions in this city and 
district.

WINNIPEG, July 26.—Generally 
favorable crop conditions with a bet~- 
ter than average yield in Manitoba | 
and Alberta are reported tn the 1Jth 
crop report for the three prairie prov- 
inces issued by the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce Friday night. Rain is 
needed in parts of Saskatchewan 
where crops have suffered from the 
intense heat. 

Grain is filling out well in Mani- 
toba and a better than average yield | 
in all grains is looked for, Few djs- 
tricts have reported rust. In North- 
ern Saskatchewan conditions have | 
been ideal and all grains show a| 
healthy stand. Rain 1s badly needed 
in the central and southeastern part 
of the province, however, where the 
hot weather has had a withering ef- 
fect. Alberta reports ample moisture | 
has been received to carry the crops | 
until harvest | 

Report by Proviices | 

Manitoba—Further showers were | 
received in Manitoba during the week 
and all crops are developing rapidly 
and present a vigorous uniform stand 
The prospects generally are for an 
early harvest and better than average | 
yields. Rust has made its appearance 
in many districts. However, it is not 
reported as having developed to any 
@erious extent as yet, and the crops 
Are filling well 

Saskatchewan — In Saskatchewan 
the weather has been favorab!e in the 
northern and eastern districts and | 
crop conditions continue to be gener- 
ally satisfactory. Wheat 1s filling 
rapidly and there are prospects of 
heavy yields in some areas. In the 
central district, while some rain has 
been received, the crops are wither- | 
ing under the hot weather and a good 
rain ts needed to ensure even a light 
crop. Rain has also been received in 
the southwestern section but tov late | 
to do more than help the feed situa- | 
tion. In this section the hot weather | 
{s again absorbing the molsture and 
the crops are deteriorating fast, the| 
prospect for wheat being no more 
than an average of eight bushels an 
acre. The rye crop, which is now be- 
ing cut, is reported to be a failure.

THEY GOT HELP WHEN THEY 


The Government of Saskatchewan 
has suddenly discovered that there is 
work for 500 idle men cutting dry tim- 
ber and brush in the Nationa! park near 
Prince Albert, and announces, quite 
casually, that arrangements to have the 
work done have been made with the 
park officials. 

These arrangements could have been 
made a month ago quite as well as now, 
and would have been made if the gentle- 
men at Regina had had any deep anxiety 
to find work for the unemployed. But 
they would not have been made yet if 
Premier King had not called the bluff 
of the Saskatchewan ministers and told 
them to either say officially that they 
wanted federal help or stop pretending 
that they wanted it. 


TO VOTE IS A DUTY 


On one point at least in relation to 
the election on Monday there ought to 
be unanimity; that there should be the 
most complete expression of public opin- 
ion that is possible. At an election held 
in the middle of the holiday season it is 
inevitable that a good many voters will 
find themselves too far from home to 
cast their ballots. But every elector who 
can do so should get to the polls and 
vote. 

That is not only a right that he en- 
joys, but a responsibility which he can- 
not fairly evade. To deliberately refrain 
from voting is not good citizenship. Uni- 
versal franchise is a failure and a pre- 
tence in so far as people stay away from 
the polls voluntarily. The new parlia- 
ment should have the clearest possible 
expression of opinion from the whole 
electorate to guide it in the shaping of 
public policy. 


WHERE ARE THE MARKETS? 


Canada has trade treaties or con- 
ventions with some twenty-five coun- 
tries, and favored nations agreements 
with seven others. Neither Great 
Britain nor the United States, is, of 
course, included in this list. 

With these countries Canadians 
carry on trade amounting to more than 
$300,000,000 per year. To them we 
ship exports valued at $191,000,000, 
and from them we import products 
worth $127,000,000. The balance of 
trade in Canada’s favor is $64,000,000. 
For each two dollars Canadians spend 
with their customers in these countries, 
they in return spend three dollars for 
commodities made or grown in Canada. 
This extra dollar represents the profit 
which Canadians make on their trans- 
actions with these outside peoples. 

These are the treaties which Mr. 
Bennett proposes to “blast” if the 
electors of Canada give him a chance 
by electing a majority of Conservative 
candidates on Monday next. Where 
Canadian producers would sell the pro- 
ducts which would be thus made un- 
saleable in the treaty countries he fails 
to state, for the reason, no doubt, that 
he does not know. 


COSTLIER THAN WAR 


Since the first of April, 1925, the 
public debt of Canada has been reduced 
by the sum of $&257,800,000. The 
interest charges on the debt have been 
reduced by $20,500,000 per year 

The Leader of the Opposition has 
in two months pledged himself to 
Scatter public money to an amount 
which the Financial Post calculates at 
$400,000,000. As there is no possibility 
of any such sum being raised by current 
taxation, this money would have to be 
borrowed, and interest paid upon it. 

Mr. Bennett's platform budget thus 
amounts to a proposal to push the tax- 

ayers back about $150,000,000 farther 
debt than they were five years ago, 
to sacrifice all the saving in interest 
charges that has been made, and to in- 
crease the annua! interest bill six or 
seven millions more than it was when 
the late Hon. J. A. Robb found it. 

If Mr. Bennett means to keep his 
promises it would be cheaper to finance 
another war than to sustain the peace 
time carnival of expenditure to which 
he has committed himself; just as it 
cost less to maintain Canada’s army 
in France than it did to support the 
wild extravagance of the then Govern- 


——— 


ment in the years which followed the 
great war. 
PRINCIPLES, NOT MEN 

In a British country a general elec- 
tion is a referendum. Candidates, in 
the iarge seise, are not nominated on 
account of their gocd looks, social at- 
tainments, or personal qualities. These 
things count in a contest, sometimes 
more than they should. But the im- 
portant thing is not who a candidate is, 
but what he stands for. The candidates 
are pitted for the sake of their princi- 
ples; and the assumption is that the 
voters vote for the principles, not the 
mien. 

At this time it is more than usually 
important that the electors of the coun- 
try should divide according to their 
ideas of what public policy should be, 
and with minor attention to their per- 
sonal preferences among the candidates 
offering For at this juncture the 
country is faced with a proposal to make 
a complete reversal of its fiscal policy; 
a change which in the nature of things 
must affect the whole business struc- 
ture of the Dominion and the living con- 
ditions of its people. 

Whether one thinks that the present 
policy should be continued, or that the 
alternative should be adopted, the one 
sensible thing for him to do is to vote 
according to his views on that subject, 
quite regardless of whether he thinks 
the candidate who represents his views 
to be the best man who could have been 
found. In “the cold grey dawn of the 
satisfaction in reflecting that one con- 
tributed to the application of an un- 
wanted public policy by voting against 
his principles for the sake of personal 
preference. 

A WHEAT-SELLING POLICY 

The widening of the preference which 
Canada gives to British goods under the 
new budget is more than a friendly 
“gesture” toward the people of the old 
lands. It is a concession from which 
Canada will in the nature of things re- 
ceive reciprocal benefits, of a kind’ and 
at a time which make these particu- 
larly desirable. , 

The big problem of the Canadian 
farmer—and the one that is most imme- 
diately vital to the Canadian people—is 
where to sell his surplus wheat. In the 
western half of Canada agriculture is 
mainly another word for wheat-grow- 
ing. And by no stretch of the imagina- 
tion can it be supposed that the time 
will come for many years when wheat- 
growing will not be the chief branch of 
farming in the prairie provinces. 

As matters stand there is just one 
market in which the Canadian farmer 
can hope to sell his wheat; the market 
of Great Britain. The United States 
market is closed to him, save for the 
limited amount which must be imported 

y United States millers for mixing 
purposes. Continental Europe is bar- 
ricading itself against him by tariffs 
as high as the present price of wheat in 
Canada. China is at war, and the 
Oriental market unlikely to expand to 
large proportions. Great Britain is the 
only country that wants his wheat at 
any price, or that will even admit it. 

The people of Great Britain must 
pay for imported wheat with the goods 
they produce. The foreign world is 
barricading itself against British goods, 
as it is against Canadian wheat. Un- 
less Britain can find markets inside the 
Empire, the chance to sell Canadian 
wheat in the old lands will be cor- 
respondingly limited. 

The widening of the preference, and 
the opportunity thus given to the people 
of Great Britain to sell their goods in 
Canada, is a direct bid for them to take 
Canadian wheat in exchange. Because, 
just as Britain must pay for its im- 
ported wheat with its goods, so Canada 
must pay for its imported goods with 
its products—of which products wheat 
is the one that is at this time most 
difficult to sell and the one that it is 
most urgent to sell. 

The Canadian farmer, and _ par- 
ticularly the Canadian wheat grower, 
has a very real interest at stake in 
making it worth while for the people 
of Great Britain to buy Canadian pro- 
ducts in exchange for what they have 
to sell. And because wheat is the pro- 
duct which we must export most 
largely, the Canadian public are only 
less interested than the farmer in thus 
giving Canadian wheat a most favored 
position in the British market.

BLUE RUIN TALK 


Financial Post: One of the lead- 
ing Conservative statesmen this 
week attempted to throw a blanket 
of deep despondency about Cana- 
dian business men by this state- 
ment 

“I shudder when I think of what 
is facing us this winter. Men and 
women can get about in the sum- 
mer, you can get along with little 
food but you cannot go long without 
warmth, in winter. Unless some- 
thing is done to bring about im- 
proved conditions I believe we are 
going to pass through an experience 
such as we never have had before 
since back in the early seventies 
when Sir John A. Macdonald found 
a remedy, in gratitude for wh'ch the 
people kept him in power for 18 
years.” 

All over Canada the party that is 
out of power is painting a similar 
picture of Canadian conditions. The 
absurdity of picturing current busi- 
ness conditions in Canada as akin 
to those of the early ‘70's is patent 
Canadian business never in history 
reached a level higher than the 
present except’ during (two years, 
1928 and 1929. The volume of busi- 
ness in Canada today exceeds the 
volume of business in 1927 and all 
previous vears. 

Actually, the volume of Canadian 
business tn May was just 70 per 
cent above the average level of 1919- 
1924 

Canada is in a period of business 
recession and. compared with the 
boom years 1928 and 1929. condi- 
tions are much less favorable. Bu 
business as a whole has receded 
only 15 per cent from the peak 
There may be further decline but 
it is a safe forecast that business 
will not recede sufficiently to wipe 
out our gains of recent years. The 
inherent wealth and strength of 
Canadian business remains en- 
trenched. We are seeing recession 
and not depression; decline and not 
debacle 


The extent of the business re- 
cession in Canada should be recog- 
nized by business men but it should 
not be exaggerated. This is a time 
for considerable common sense, for 
economy, and for adjustment to 
conditions. There is nothing in 
the situationsthat calis for a gloom 
psychology. If the election leaders 
continue until July 28 to infuse de- 
spair they may create in the coun- 
try such a feeling of despondency 
that business will follow suit simply 
from the cumulative dejection of the 
general public

THE COMPLICATIONS OF THE 
MELTING POT 
This translation of a French letter 


suggests the complications of the 
melting pot, which forms so conspic- 
vious a factor in 
the adjustment 
to the American 
scene. I receive 
letters in Ger- 
man, in Spanish, 
in Italian, in 
Yiddish, and in 
halting and for- 
eign English. 

The Ameri- 
canization proc- 
ers that forms a 
serious compli- 
cation in adjustment is not the po- 
litieal one but a social psychological 
one. Taking out citizen's papers 
doesn’t help it at all. You can’t {asue 
& passport to the adjusted life, Feel- 
ing foreign is a mental attitude and 
drifts easily into a sense of handi- 
cap and inferiority, in what I have 
elsewhere called the being-out-of-it 
or deprivation complex. 

While it may play a minor part in 
the situation of this correspondent, 
it operates as a serious complication 
in many a case of maladjustment, 
Tjhe most frequent is the clash of 
outlook between an older generation 
resigned to a foreign life in an 
American habitat, and the younger 
generation eager to participate free- 
ly and intimately in the American 
world, yet committed to home ties. 
The friction at times becomes criti- 
cal, the break abrupt; more com- 
monly it acts as a constant drag, a 
discordant pull in opposite direc- 
tions, a double life 

The melting pot doesn’t fuse; the 
amalgamation is imperfect. Not that 
foreigners alone have this type of 
adjustment problem, for it may well 
be even more prevalent by way of 
conflict in religious beliefs or social 
usages. Nor is there any inherent 
difficulty in assimilating ideals from 


different national traditions. None 
the less the foreign complication is 
conspicuous in the psychological 
scene in this country; it gives Amer- 
jcans a special interest in racial 
conflicts and prejudices. Thus the 
“foreign” complex appears in my 
correspondence and interviews. 

It is not possible to isolate it from 
prejudice, for each foreign group ac- 
quires its own social rating. The 
French have a certain prestige, per- 
haps because our fashions come from 
them, or because Paris is an Ameri- 
can haven; it may even represent 
the charm of the foreign. I shall not 
attempt a rating of the other foreign 
groups—it varies in different regions 
of our unreefed continent, and each 
has its own “foreign problem.” . 

But the dominant attitude is one 
of depreciation, imposing on the for- 
eigner a sense of handicap, The so- 
cial class and the dominant occupa- 
tion affect the attitude vitally, It 
was difficult for a time to accept 
Chinese as university students; they 
seemed so inevitably laundrymen. A 
recent study of such attitudes in 
children shows how early it is ac- 
quired, how large is the element of 
unhappiness in school children ex- 
posed to the taunts of racial and 
social prejudices. 

Enough to call attention to what 
everybody knows, but only those sen- 
sitive to the “foreign” estrangement 
fee), and which when combined with 
a nervous organization precipitates 
the maladjustment that brings me 
my letters, in s0 many of which I 
can read between the lines and in 
them, this additional element of 
struggle.

Under Charles V., of Spain and 
Germany, the Netherlands had far- 
ed well, since he understood them 
and they understood him. But Philip 
II, uccessor of Charles, was a 
fanatic.

On h’s knees before a crucifix 
he declared: 

“I would rather not reign at all 
than to reign over men who deny 
their Lord and Master!” 

He meant it. 

Now, William, Prince of Orange, 
was a Catholic; however, he had 
a strong feeling for his country’s 
libert'es. The proclamation of the 
Inquisition in the Low Countries 
resulted in his offering to head a 
national resistance to Philip. 

In the sixteenth century only 
danger confronted him who cham- 
pioned the cause of a sublected 
people. Philip of Spain solemnly 
put a ban upon William as a traitor. 
This legalized his death by any 
means and set a price upon his 
head. From then on the threat of 
assassination hung over the prince. 

The Duke de Anjou brought a 
French army to Orange's aid. On 


March 18, 1582, the Duke's 24th 
birthday, Prince William gave a 
great dnner for him.

There is less senti- 
mentality ard more knowledge about 
home-making today, and the homes 
thet give the greatest satisfaction are 
the ones in which women have had 
a chance to wnderstand their work 

Miss Edwards is the executive sec- 
retary of the American Federation of 
Home Economics associations, This 
federation consists of the Home Eco- 
nomics associations in every state of 
the union, in Washington, D.C., Ed- 
monton, Nova Scotia, Hawaii and 
Porto Rico, The membership numbers 
ten thousand, all graduates in House~- 
hold Ecenomics. Most of the members 
are teachers in colleges, universities 
and high schools, another group does 
rural extension work under the Amer- 
fean department of agriculture, others 
are engaged im research in home 
problems, a small group has gone into 
business for™food or clothing firms 
while others have married and are 
using their training to advantage in 
their own homes.

tion is to get more specific and def- 
inice intormation about the equality 
ot goods for sale.
